Born in a private home on September 9, 1898, was nurtured in 
the attic of a hardware store, then the Y. M. C. A. and at the age of 
three years in her own church building. Such was the beginning of 
the somewhat hectic life of English Lutheranism in “La Crosse the 
Beautiful”. But long before this Dr. Passavant visited the field and 
attracted by its natural advantages secured a church site which got 
into other hands before mission work was begun. 


While the work in this field has not developed as rapidly as that 
of some other places due allowance must be made for the unusual 
difficulties that have arisen, chief of which was the destruction of 


the church building by fire just as the last successful effort was put 


forth to remove her indebtedness. But God brought good out of evil 
for on June 10, 1925 the new church in the finest part of the city was 
dedicated with impressive services. Surely a new era has dawned 
for Holy Trinity and well may she look forward to the gathering of a 
strong congregation who shall be loyal to every good work of Synod 
and a witness of the Light to men in need.

work and to lay plans for the future. The statistician reported a 
communicant membership of 2,268, and 3,310 children in the Sunday 


'-- Schools. The treasurer reported $34,000 raised for local work in all 


of the congregations and $2,080 raised for benevolences. The Presi- 
dent reminded the delegates that they were meeting in a congregation 


which was “among the first fruits of the Synod’s efforts to do mission — 


work on its own account”. Five years previous two laymen of this 
Synod generously provided the means to start missions in two of the 
leading cities’of Wisconsin, one of which was La Crosse. For eight 
long years Dr. Frick stood alone in this great state. The President 
then asked the convention, “Has the time not arrived when the Synod 
of the Northwest should earnestly take hold of the mission work with- 
in its bounds?” That was the beginning of an era of rapid expansion. 

Fire destroyed the old building in which the fathers and brethern 
listened, prayed and planned. We gather today in a new and much 
greater Holy Trinity church, a credit to the community and the beau- 


tiful location where the edifice stands. What we see with our eyes is — 


a picture in mortar and stone of what has transpired and is transpir- 


ing in every quarter of the Synod of the Northwest. “Behold, what 


God hath wrought.” Who can count His mercies and His goodness 
unto us? Who can fail to see His leading handY With grateful 
hearts we approach this thirty-fifth milestone in the history of our 
Synod. “Bless the Lord, O my soul; and all that is within me, bless 
His holy name. Bless the Lord, O my soul, and forget not all His 
benefits; who forgiveth all thine iniquities; who healeth all thy dis- 
eases; who redeemeth thy life from destruction; who crowneth thee 
with loving kindness and tender mercies.” 


The past year has again been one of marked progress. The work 
of Synod not only grows but multiplies. Our churches have never 
been as crowded with worshippers, our pastors and missionaries have 
been alert and active. The building program of Synod shows no 


abatement. The total accessions are the largest in the history of | 
Synod. Eight congregations report accessions exceeding 100 for the 
- $ynodical year, Luther Memorial leading with 317, followed by Faith 


Church, St. Paul, with 201. Eleven congregations report accessions 
exceeding 50 for the year. The report of the Treasurer will set a new 
mark in the history of Synod. The gifts of our people are steadily 
increasing which is indicative not only of interest but of spiritual 
growth. An increasing number of congregations see the wisdom of 


providing the pastor with an automobile and other necessary helps. 
The telephone should always be paid by the congregation. Substan- 


tial progress is evident on every hand. . 


Death has not invaded the ranks of our ministry during the year 
but our hearts are still sad when we recall that a double misfortune 


has befallen the home of Prof. Paul H. Roth, little Charlotte, aged - 


nine, died March 3rd.

The State of the Church 


The constitution of Synod requires a report on the state of the 


church. According to this instruction I again mailed the usual ques- 
tionaire to all parishes in Synod. I am happy to report that all pas- 
tors and all parishes have returned the questionaires. This is the 
first time to my almost certain knowledge that this has happened. 
There has been some complaint that there are too many questionaires 
sent out and more complaint that there is too much overlapping of 
reports. It it hard to conceive how the church can render an account- 


ing of its stewardship without these questionaires. If church councils 


and pastors are wide awake and transact the affairs of the congrega- 
tion in a business like way there should be very little difficulty in 
preparing the various reports demanded by the church. 


A summary of the pienks reveals the following facts and in- 
formation: 


Generally speaking there has been a steady and healthy growth _ 


in practically all of the congregations of Synod. Fifty-seven congre- 
gations report an increasing attendance, sixteen a stationary attend- 
ance and only three show symptoms of decreased interest. The Luth- 
eran reported 21 congregations with accessions over 150 for the year 
and 62 congregations with over 100 accessions for the year. An un- 
usually large percentage of these congregations are on the territory 


of the Synod of the Northwest. Luther Memorial, Madison, with 317; 


Faith, St. Paul, with 201; Holy Trinity, Minneapolis, with 184 and 
St. Mark’s, Fargo, with 177 lead. Eight congregations reported over 
100 accessions for “the angi Eleven reported over 50 accessions for 
the year. 


Thirty-three hold regular Séudey evening services, 


another decrease of three over the previous year. Five congregations © 


report an attendance of over 100; thirteen congregations report an 
attendance of over 50. St. Mark’s, Fargo is a notable exception to 


the usual evening attendance. Since December people have been 


turned away. The average for the year was about 400. 
Only three congregations report mid-week services during ex- 
tended portions of the year, a decrease of five over last year and of 


eight over the preceding year. Bible study and prayer are empha- ) 


sized. The attendance is not large. 

Fifty. congregations keep a’'record of attendance of all services. 
This is an increase of thirteen over a year ago and an increase of 
twenty-four over two years ago. 
| The church year including the chief festivals and the Lenten sea- 
son are universally observed in our Synod. Many of the congrega- 
tions observe Children’s Day and Mother’s Day but outside of these 
the influence of the Reformed churches has not made itself felt. 


Family worship is not extensively observed. Seven pastors re- 
port a definite improvement of previous years. It is evident that - 


these pastors are making a special effort to establish the family altar.

Twenty-five congregations pay for the. pastor’s telephone and 
office supplies, an increase of nine over a year agv. Nine for sta- 
tionery only. Three for the telephone only. We again urge upon the 
lay delegates present that they call the attention of church councils 


to the recommendations of Synod that wherever possible congrega- 


tions take steps. not only to pay for the pastor’s telephone and sta- 
tionery, which should be easily possible in every case, but that they 


consider the advisability of supplying an automobile. Pastors with- 
out this modern convenience are handicapped. 


The salaries paid to the pastors and general workers of Synod 


range from $235.00 without parsonage to $4,000 and parsonage. One 
pastor receives $235 annually; one $1100 and parsonage; four $1500 
and parsonage; three $1600; four $1600 and parsonage; one $1675; 
one $1720; one $1700 and parsonage; six $1800; seven $1800 and par- 
sonage; one $1980 and parsonage; three $2000; seven $2000 and par- 
sonage; one $2100 and parsonage; one $2220; one $2200; one $2400; 
four $2400 and parsonage; three $2500; one $2500 and parsonage; one 


$2600; one $2700; one $2700 and parsonage; one $2750 and parsonage; —

and parsonage. Only five pastors report that their salaries are*not 
being paid promptly. There is a marked improvement in this respect. 


The Statistical and Church: Year Book Committee of the United — 


Lutheran Church submitted a new blank for future use in the church 
to the Chicago convention. The suggested blank incorporates a num- 
ber of new ideas and solicits a new information. Uniformity in this 
matter is desired.

Services were dis- 
continued altogether about a year ago. Recently the congregation 
though few in numbers has expressed a desire to reestablish them- 
selves and hold regular services. We preached for them on April 
19th and arrangements were made for regular services in the fu- 
ture. Rev. Piel of Duluth will supply them. The congregation 


owns lots which were intended for the church building. In view of 


this turn the congregation should be listed in the roll of congrega- 
tions. | 
First Church, Cannon Falls, has again become a part of the 


-Goodhue-Zumbrota parish, the three congregations being served by 


Rev. Willie Beck. This arrangement has the endorsement of the 
Central Conference. 

Beginning “with June 1, 1925, St. Luke’ s, Farmington, will be 
supplied by the pastor of St. John’s, Lakeville. The original parish 
lines should be restored. 

Old St. John’s, Minneapolis, mother church of English Luth- 
eranism in the. Northwest and St. James congregation, Minneapolis, 
merged interests on April 13, 1925 and became a new congregation. 
The new congregation retains the name of St. John’s to preserve the. 
history and traditions of Old St. John’s. Old St. John’s, at 17th and 
Chicago, has been sold for $28,000 and a new location at 49th and | 
Nicollet, 152x200, has been purchased for a new church which will 


cost approximately $100,000. The new council and trustees have 
- been authorized to sell the former St. James property at 48rd and | 


Wentworth as well as the vacant lot at 43rd and Harriet. Ground . 
will be broken this summer in the hope that the new structure can 
be entered not later than January 1, 1926. 


Ministers Engaged in Secular Occupations 
‘The United Lutheran Church at the Washington Convention 


(Minutes 1922, page 208) adopted the following resolution: “Re- | 


solved, That this body hereby express its conviction that the Synods 


eonnected with it should require a minister, who leaves the specfic 
work of the ministry to engage in secular pursuits, to deposit his 


Ordination Certificate with the President of Synod of which he is a 
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member, to be returned to him whenever he resumes, with the con- 
sent of the President of Synod, to the work of the ministry. This 
does not apply to those who may be incapacitated by age or ill 
health.” 

There are a number of men on the Roll of Synod who are no 
longer engaged in the work of the ministry. Some disposition in 
line with the request and recommendation of the United Lutheran 


Church should be applied to those who are now engaged in secular 
occupations. 


The Rev. G. Cowles Smith Case 


This. matter has been pending since July 1922. Synod last year 
ruled that Mr. Smith be granted his request of a formal trial in ac- 


cordance with the provisions of our Synodical constitution. In com- 


pliance with the instructions of Synod under date of September 13, 
1924, I presented the formal charges to Mr. Smith with the addi- 
tional information that I was ready to take up this important matter 
at a time and place convenient to all concerned. I have had no re- 


ply or word of any kind from Mr. Smith. Final disposition should 


be made of this case. 


U. L. C. Matters Referred to the Constituent Synods 


A letter from Secretary Scherer calls our attention to certain 
actions of the Chicago Convention of the United Lutheran Church 


which were ordered to be placed beteqe the constituent synods for | 


consideration: 


1. A resolution amending Article Ix, Section 1, of the Cons. 
stitution of the United Lutheran Church. The amended article 
reads: “The officers of The United Lutheran Church in America 
shall be a President, a Secretary and a Treasurer. The President 
shall be an ordained minister of the church. The officers shall be 


elected by ballot at each regular Convention, but shall not take of- 


fice until the first day of the third month after their election.” 

2. A resolution requesting all the constituent synods to con- 
sider the advisability and work towards the end of closing the synod- 
ical year at the end of the calendar year, which is also the close of 
the apportionment year of the United Lutheran Church. It is sug- 
gested that congregations be urged to do the same. The Statistical 
and Church Year Book Committée makes a similar request includ- 
ing “all congregational organizations” in the interest of uniform and 
accurate statistics in the United Lutheran Church. 

8. A resolution recommending to congregations through dis- 
trict synods that pastors be urged to sn ot 0% stewardship during 
the month of November: 

(a) Through sermons. 
(b) Through the Sunday School: Class instruction and dis- 
cussion and specially organized discussion groups. 


(c) Through the young people’s et by pageants, 


playlets and groups. 
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(d) In the women’s organization, through the- presentation 
of topic studies and discussion. 

(e) In the Brotherhood as in (d) above. 

(f) Through the distribution of suitable literature. In a 
large measure we have been carrying out the spirit of this resolu- 
tion. I suggest that it ‘bé referred to the Finance Committee of 
Synod. 

4. A resolution that in view of the great importance of se- 
curing full information governing the Annual Every Member Can- 
vass, all pastors and church officials be urged to make prompt and 
full reply to all official communications addressed to them by the 
-Laymen’s Movement of the United Lutheran Church. A list of de- 
linqguent pastors has been placed in my hands. 

5. A resolution urging the fullest support of all constituent | 
synods to the Executive Committee of the Laymen’s Movement in 
their continued vigorous efforts to accomplish the raising of the ap- 
portionment in full for the biennium of 1926 and 1927. The report 


_ of the Finance Committee will cover this resolution. 


_ 6. Two additional resolutions coming from the Statistical and 
- Church Year Book Committee: 


a. That the constituent synods again be requested to stink 
their parochial reports crosswise on the page, and not vertically, us- 
ing only two pages for all the rubrics, thereby having opportunity 
to make use of 41 lines to a page; and that all parochial reports 
contain a summary in which a total is given for the synod for the 
year covered by the report together with a total for the preceeding 
year and a comparative statement of increase and decrease under all 

b. That the constituent synods again be requested to make 
provision for the presence of their statistical secretaries at future 
conventions of the United Lutheran Church in order that they may 
attend the conference of the statistical secretaries at the time of 
the Convention. 


7. A resolution alee necrological reports. I have _ re- 


ferred this the Synod’s necrologist. 


8. Two resolutions of the Executive Board of the United Luth- 


eran Church which were referred to all constituent synods for con- 


sideration and action: 

a. That each of the synods be requested to prepare annually 
‘a budget which shall include all payments to be made by it; and that 
money received for the joint budgets of synod and the United Luth- 
eran Church be proportionately divided among them. 

b. That where any department of work of a synod is under the 
supervision of one of the Boards of the United Lutheran Church and. 
supported by it, no additional place be given on the budget of the 
synod. . 

| Along with these items was referred the memorial of the Indi- 
ana Synod touching paragraph (b): “That such action would in 
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the judgment of the Indiana Synod be an enaronchaaent upon the 
autonomy of the district synods.” 

9. The Synod of the Northwest together with two other synods 
memoralized the United Lutheran Church to change the basis of ap- 
portionment from confirmed membership to communicant member- 
ship. These memorials were referred to the Executive Board of 
the United Lutheran Church for consideration and answer. In a 
lengthy answer and explanation under date of May 20, 1925, Secre- 
tary Scherer, writes that the Executive Board reaffirms its approval 
of membership and current expenses as the basis of opportionment. 


Lutheran World Service 


‘The greatest piece of constructive work which the Lutherans in 
America have accomplished in the last decade is the work which has 
been done for the mother church in Europe through the instrumen- 
tality of the National Lutheran Council. The blessings flowing from 
the gifts of hundreds of thousands of fellow Christians in the faith 
can never be estimated. Our congregations have been interested in 
this merciful work from its very inception. The work is not com- 
pleted. The National Lutheran Council issued a call for at least 
$50,000 for World Service for the year of 1925; $100,000 for foreign 
mission relief;$175,000 for the preservation of the lives of impov- 
_ erished people and inner mission institutions of our church in Ger- 
many; $75,000 for similar work among the Lutherans in the smaller 
countries of Western Europe; and $100,000 to answer the challenge 
_of the rescue of distressed Lutherans in Russia. Only 29 congrega- 
tions or Sunday Schools up to March 30 had sent in their contribu- 
tions amounting to $1088.61. Dr. Morehead in a letter under the 
date of April 14, 1925, asks if it is not possible for the rest of the 
congregations to assume their full share in this blessed work of 
mercy and conservation. We strongly urge this matter upon the 
hearts of our pastors and people. | 


Co-Operation With the Board of Ministerial Pensions and Relief | 


The United Lutheran Church is planning a campaign in 1928, 
the Tenth Anniversary of the organization, of not less than $3,000,- 
000 for Ministerial Pension and Relief. Elaborate plans are being 
mapped out to make the campaign a success. This is in line with 
what the other strong denominations of the Christian church are do- 
ing. Voluminous correspondence on the matter and on the matter 
of group or association insurance has been placed in the hands of 

the committee of synod which has this phase of the church’s work 

in hand. Great interest was shown by the congregations of synod 
when the old Ministers, Ministers’ Widows and Orphans Fund was 
established some years ago, a fund which has since been turned over 
to the general board of the church. The Synod of the Northwest 
must plan wisely to do its full duty in this coming task. 
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General Representatives 

In the past some of the Synods of the United Lutheran Church 
have been burdened with general representatives, others have seldom 
heard the voice of a general representative. To correct this inequal- 
ity and to make it possible for aJl synods however remote to hear 
the representatives of the church, the United Lutheran Church has 
worked out a plan dividing the synods into five groups. According 
to this plan the Synod of the Northwest is entitled to four repre- 


sentatives of the church. We welcome this plan and likewise the 


man sent by the church to speak to us on the various interests of 
the church. | 

| | Lutheran Fundamentals 

We had never thought of the Synod of the Northwest as a pro- 
lific source for much of the church’s best literature. Yet this seems 
to be the case to mention only the names of Frick, Trabert, Ger- 
berding, Stump, Sander, Lenker and Gruber, to say nothing of oth- 
ers who are no longer members of our Synod. The latest book to 


make its appearance comes from the pen of our venerable Dr. Ger- 


berding and is entitled “Lutheran Fundamentals.” His “Way of 
lvation in the Lutheran Church” has had a larger circulation than 


“ any other book that has been put on the market by our publication 


houses. “Lutheran Fundamentals” will take its place alongside this 
splendid little volume. It is written for the common man. It sets 
forth in simple language the system of Christian truth. This book 
should be used extensively in “Brotherhoods and should be studied 
and read by every Sunday School teacher, every Luther Leaguer and 
by the reading laity in general. The foreword is written by a lay- 
man, the Treasurer of Synod, Mr. J. K. Jensen. ©

We have hun- 
dreds of laymen in synod today who are abundantly able to go and 
do likewise. We must stir up the whole church to greater loyalty 
and interest. The Finance Committee of Synod has the answer. 
That answer may sound startling to some when it is read. It may 
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seem like a dream. It will be easily possible if like one man we 
will pray and work that it may be done.

REPORT OF THE SYNODICAL BOARD OF HOME MISSIONS 
CHURCH EXTENSION 


For the past three years the President of Synod as been acting 
Superintendent of Missions for the synodical board in connection with — 
his other duties to enable the Rev. M. J. Bieber, D. D. to devote his 
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full time to the Northwestern Seminary campaign for equipment and 


endowment. On behalf of the board I desire to present the follow- 
ing report. ; 

_ First of all, it is in order, that we again register our sincere 
thanks to Almighty God for every blessing and mercy bestowed 


‘upon our Synod and its extensive missionary operations. Our Field 


Missionaries and the local missionaries have been earnest and. active 


as a rule, and self-sacrificing in spirit and willingness to serve. They 
deserve the heartiest commendation. Generous thanks are also due 


the general board. Our numerous requests have been promptly 
heard. The general board has always regarded our territory as one 
of its best mission fields and its interest is clearly indicated by the 
amounts of money. appropriated annually for missionaries salaries 
and Church Extension loans. | 

_ The rules of the synodical board call for at least four meetings 
during the year. The full board met September 10, December 16, | 
March 3 and June 8. An executive committee for each conference 
now known as Committees No. 1, No. 2 and No. 8 serves ad interim. 


The budget year for the missions of Synod now follows the calendar 


year. 
Two items of general interest must be mentioned at this time 
and in connection with this report. The first has to do with the ac- 
tion of the United Lutheran Church at the Chicago Convention 
whereby the five Home Mission agencies of the church were merged 


- into the Board of American Missions. The new board or commission 
as it is called will take charge of all home mission operations after 
January 1, 1926. The plan of operation for the new board has not 


been announced but it can be said that in all probability in the new 
plan the initiative for all home missionary endeavor and the details 
of the administration of the same will be thrown back into the synod- 
ical mission boards. This will be a very radical change and will 
make the work of the synodical boards of the greatest importance in 
the future. In all-likelihood it will also mean that stipulated amounts 
will be budgeted to each synod for all purposes. Whatever changes 
may be effected we need have no fear that the great home mission 
interests of the church will suffer. 

The other item of general interest is the fact that for the first 


_ time since the merger the general board has been compelled to bor- 


row money to meet its regular obligations. The desire to push the 
work in every part of the country has been so strong, the demands 


have been so many, that the treasury has been completely depleted. 
This fact has given the board no little concern. It means not only 


that great care and caution must be exercised by the whole church 
of the home missionary operations of the church, not only that radi- 
cal readjustments should be made in non-productive mission fields 


and congregations be asked to return overdue church extension loans 
- but that the whole church must be roused to a deeper interest and a 


more generous liberality so that the great cause of establishing the 
church especially in large centers of population need not suffer. Our 
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ever expanding home mission program must not be hampered. We 


dare not stand still on this territory with opportunity knocking daily | 


at our door. It may mean that we must devise a te plans to meet 
this growing problem. | 


THE MISSIONS 
MONTANA 


REDEEMER, Livingston, Rev. G. C. Koehler, Pastor. bresakighe 


1906. Missionary Koehler has been on the field since May 1, 1923. | 


During this time the mission has passed through several crises and 
is now on the way to complete recovery. Better days are at hand 


for Montana. Good crops and high prices have entirely changed the 


situation. An optimistic spirit again prevails in the congregation. 
For the first time in years the treasury has caught up with current 
expenses. There has been a splendid advance in benevolent gifts. A 
Young People’s Missionary society has been organized. The church’s 
literature has been introduced extensively. Services are regularly 
held in Yellowstone National Park and a beginning has also been 
made at Gardiner the entrance. At both points the women have or- 
ganized themselves into missionary societies. 44 new members were 
added during the year. The congregation will soon assume self-sup- 
port. The missionary has travelled much through the state and sees 
a real opportunity for the United Lutheran Church. 

| ST. JAMES, Columbus, Rev. Geo. C. Koehler, supply adikeie Or- 
ganizezd 1920. The missionary at Livingston continues to serve this 
point with week day evening services during the greater part of the 
year. This arrangement has not seriously effected the attendance 
which has always been larger than the membership. A student will 
spend the summer on the field. Columbus is a county seat. Our 
work is practically the only Protestant work in the community. We 
are using the Episcopalean Chapel. The Community Church move- 
ment launched over a year ago has been a failure. ; | 

FIRST, Billings, Rev. John R. Bacher, pastor. Organized 1920. 
The work in this important center has had many handicaps to over- 
come. Financial difficulties practically strangled the congregation. 
Assistance from the board greatly improved the situation. A suc- 
cessful Every Member Canvass has enabled the congregation to meet 
its obligations more promptly but the burden is still heavy for the 
small band of faithful workers. The Ladies Aid has been active and 
is planning to fix up the basement for social purposes. The mission 
issues a neat Weekly Bulletin which is financed by the advertise- 

ments inserted. 

CENTRAL, Helena, Rev. Geo. S. A. Eyrich, pastor. Organized 
1890. This congregation and its recently called pastor apply for ad- 
mission into Synod at this convention. Central, formerly Our Sav- 
iour’s, was organized about 35 years ago and has been served by pas- 
tors belonging to the Norwegian Lutheran Church to which body the 


congregation also belonged. There is a neat frame chapel 35x60 on >

Our Montana missionaries believe the time is ripe for 
further aggressive work and appeal to us and the Board to fill the 
vacancy of the Western Field Missionary. 


NORTH DAKOTA 


“TRINITY, Williston, Rev. Carl Eckhoff, pastor. Organized, 1914. 
The situation in ity, Williston, unmistakably shows a marked im- 
provement in every way. Everything undesirable in a mission field 
flourished at this point. Missionary Eckhoff is to be commended for 
what has. been accomplished. The assistance of the Board served as 
a stimulus. Many improvements have been made on the church prop- 
erty. The lawn has been leveled off. A cement walk and retaining 
wall have been laid. Two feet of earth have been removed from the 
basement preliminary to putting in a cement floor and furnishing 


some for social and schoolroom purposes. The windows have been 


screened. A-cross, altar vestments, aisle carpet and 24 hymn books 
have been purchased and paid. All bills are promptly paid for the 
first time. 16 new members were added during the year. The mis- 
sion has contributed practically nothing for benevolences. This 
raises the general question whether a mission which does not make 
an earnest effort in this respect should receive the support and en- 
couragement of the Board. 


ST. JOHN’S, Killdeer and ST. LUKE’S, Manning, Rev. W. Zieg- 


‘ler, pastor. Congregations organized in 1917 and 1920. St. John’s 


had a floating indebtedness of $850.00 a year ago on which they paid 
10% interest. This has been paid off. 20 new members have been added 
but a number of the best families and large families at that have left 
the community. St. John’s has a limited field but is doing good work. 
St. Luke’s, Manning, has transferred its services from the school 
house to the Community Hall. Weekly services since November in- 
stead of every two weeks has proved beneficial in every way. 


ST. PAUL’S, New Salem, Rev. Jacob Thornell, pastor. Organ- 
ized 1920. Missionary Thornell has served this potnt in connection 
with Almont and Sims which belong to the Norwegian Church. This 
arrangement has proved to be very satisfactory to Almont and Sims 
but not to the congregation at New Salem. General dissatisfaction 
and dissension have practically ruined the work. The missionary has 
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resigned and leaves the field in July. There is a flourishing Sunday 
School but the rest of the work is loosely organized. 

ST. MARK’S, Grand Forks, Rev. A. J. D. Haupt, D. D., pastor. 
Organized 1910. Notable progress has been made in St. Mark’s since 
Dr. Haupt took charge over a year ago. An accumulation of bills, 
some of four and five years standing, amounted to $1350 last May. 
This indebtedness has been greatly reduced and all current bills are 
paid. Back benevolences have also been paid up leaving only a small 
balance to cover. This is most commendable when we recall the 
struggles of this congregation. Sunday School bills of long standing 
have also been wiped out. 38 have been added to the membership 
during the year. A city canvass revealed that 550 claimed St. Mark’s 
as their church home. The congregation is well organized and the 
attendance usually crowds the rather small auditorium. A Luther 
Foundation with dormitory facilities for Lutheran students is con- 
templated at the University. Our missionary has taken a leading in- 


terest in this significant movement. St. Mark’s will soon join Ge 


ranks of the self-supporting congregations. 


CANADA 


FIRST, Winnipeg, Rev. Wm. F. Bacher, D. D., pastor. Organ- 
ized 1905. Dr. Bacher has been on this field, our only Canadian 
pdint, a little over a year. The work has not been easy due primar- 
ily to a very heavy indebtedness resting on the church property and 
local economic conditions but in spite of these handicaps is steadily 
moving forward. The membership has passed the hundred mark, 21 
having been added during the past year. The Sunday School reports 
its best enrollment. The per capita giving of this congregation is 
one of the highest in Synod. 


MINNESOTA 


_ FAITH, Winona, Rev. Webster H. Clement, pastor. Organized 
1917. Steady progress marks the history of Faith church, Winona 
under the leadership of Missionary Clement. The first mortgage of 


$1500 and accumulated interest was paid off in January. A special . 
service commemorated the event. An effort will be made to pay off 


the $500 Church Extension loan during the year. The Ladies Aid 


paid for the cement pavement amounting to $225.00. 31 persons 


were added to the membership list. The Sunday School reports an 
enlarged attendance and enrollment. The mission accepted a reduc- 
tion of $60.00 in its appropriation. | 

GRACE, Alden, FAITH, Walters. Vacant. Organized 1917 and 
1919. Grace, Alden, after years of moving about in rented quarters 
now has a habitation of its own. Its cozy little chapel was dedicated 
November 30th. It is an old district school-house, moved to town, 
- enlarged and remodelled to accommodate 125 people. The value of 
the property including the lots is $1000. The lots cost $275. Faith, 
Walters, dedicated its new church building in July 1923. Both fields 
are developing nicely. Student Walfred Stromberg of Northwestern 
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Seminary has been called and will assume full charge after gradua- 


tion and ordination. 3 | 


| ee ST. ANDREW’S, Lincolntown and ST. MARK’S, North St. Paul, 
- Rev. Arma G. Riggle, pastor. These points were constituted a parish 
ot 6 year ago. The missionary has been kept busy. St. Mark’s, which 

was one of the original congregations in the formation of the Synod, 


is building a basement and remodeling the church at an expense of 
$3000. All plans are completed for the erection of a $10,000 church 
at Lincolntown. A new and better site has been secured for the 
building. The mission accepted a $100 reduction on its appropriation. 

ST. JOHN’S, Lakeville, Rev. A. P. Lee, pastor. Organized 1914. 


. Missionary Lee and his congregation are doing good work. The 


new church building occupies one of the best corners in the town, and 
has served asa splendid stimulus to the work. The indebtedness 
which is not large is covered by notes all d@e within four years. The 
parsonage and church have received a new coat of paint. 22 new 
members have been received. There is a flourishing Luther League. 

ST. LUKE’S, Farmington, Student LeRoy Nielson, supply. Or- 
ganized 1915. This mission point has suffered heavily from many 


setbacks. Mr. Nielson has done exceptionally gratifying work. Con- 


fidence has been restored, old accounts and debts squared up, the at- 
tendance has improved, the Sunday School is at its best. Arrange- 
ments will be made to serve the field from Lakeville, thus restoring 
the original parish lines. | 

ST. LUKE’S, Oxboro, Rev. A. C. P. Hays, pastor. Organized 


1923. The building program of St. Luke’s has been delayed due to 
_ difficulties in connection with the acquirement of suitable property. 


The work however is moving forward and reaching out to most dis- 
tant points on the field. Oxboro is a typical suburban district with 


a rather slow but sure development. We are on the field and St. 


Luke’s will grow into a strong congregation in time. The mission 
worships in a rented storeroom. There were accessions during the 
year. : 
RESURRECTION, Morris Park, Student Paul Feustel, Supply. 
Organized 1923. The work in this mission is flourishing. The mem- 
bership numbers 64. The Sunday School has an enrollment of 135 
with an average attendance of 115 for the past month. The average 


_ attendance at services exceeds the membership. Pews have been in-| 


stalled at a cost of $445.00. Salem Church Women’s organization 
made a loan for this purpose. The Luther League purchased an 
organ for $200.00. All obligations have been met including the notes 
when due. Student Stromberg was in charge during most of the 
year. Resurrection will soon need a pastor of its own. 
ASCENSION, St. Paul, Rev. Paul W. Wetzler, pastor. Organ- 
ized 1923. Field Missionary Gerberding organized this work Decem- 
ber 30, 1923. It is located in the St. Clair-Ford district of St. Paul 


and promises to be one of the strong congregations of Synod due to — 


its strategic location and the type of its membership. The work has 


_ developed very rapidly. Pastor Wetzler will assume charge on June 
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15th. The parish house unit of the church building, costing $19,000 
including the lots, was dedicated Sunday, February 15th. Ground 
was broken September 4th and the corner-stone was laid October 5th. 
The present unit has the temporary auditorium on the main floor, 
Sunday School and social rooms in the basement and rooms on the > 
second floor for class and club use but to be used temporarily for a 
parsonage. The building is brick with Bedford trimmings. 
PENTECOST, Minneapolis, Student Dwight Miley, supply. Or- 
ganized 1921. The great need at this point is more adequate equip- 
ment. The congregation worships in a basement property which is 
anything but inviting. Several efforts to build have been inaugurat- 
ed but all have come to naught and greatly discouraged the people. 
The work cannot progress satisfactorily until some thing is done to 
relicve the situation. There is a splendid Sunday School which packs 
the available space to the limit, a fine field to develop, a group of 
‘oyal and interested workers but the mission is handicapped and 
hamstringed for want of better quarters. A local or synodical church 
extension fund would solve many a knotty problem. 
ST. JOHN’S, Stacy, Rev. Alfred Ramsey, D. D., pastor. -Organ- 
ized 1904. St. John’s continues as a synodical mission with an an- 
ie nual grant of $500.00. Dr. Ramsey recently presented his resigna- 
tion but the congregation is insistent that he remain and serve them. 
Turing the latter part of March the Mission Committee of the 
_ Central Conference together with Field Missionary Gerberding and 
Dr. Seibert made a careful study of a number of suggested fields in 
the city of Minneapolis. It was decided that four fields should be 
occupied at the earliest possible moment. In line with this decision 
property, located at 15th Ave. S. and East 48th St., near the Minne- 
haha Creek, has been purchased the first point to be occupied. There 
has been a remarkable development in this district. The new prop- 
erty consists of three lots 120x128 and a small two story house which 
can be used as a temporary place of meeting for services and a Sun- 
day School. The price was $4886.00. ee 
charge immediately. 
The Luther Leagues of the Central are 
a campaign to raise $1000 to support a travelling missionary for 
Northern Minnesota. Field Missionary Gerberding’s findings in that 
portion of the state were the inspiration for this worthy movement.

TRINITY, Superior, Rev. B. E. Wentzel, saiieeh: Organized 

1905. Missionary Wentzel has successfully completed one of the 

best pieces of financial work ever attempted in a debt burdened and 

discouraged mission. $6700 worth of old debts were wiped out with 

a fund of $5300. A Church Extension loan of $5000 remains. Since 

that major operation the church has been painted inside and outside 
including a general overhauling of the basement at a cost of $754.50. — 

Repairs on roof paid by the Luther League another $500. Other re- 

- pairs $100.00. The property is now in the best of shape and there 
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are neat balances in the treasuries. This was a sick point a few 
years ago. The work of the missionary has been intensive rather 
than extensive. The next step is a parsonage and _ self-8upport. 
Trinity mission is enjoying a new lease of life. 


TRINITY, New London, Rev. J. Richard Olson, supply. Organ- 
ized 1919.

REPORT OF THE DELEGATES TO THE FOURTH BI-ENNIAL 
CONVENTION OF THE UNITED LUTHERAN CHURCH 
IN AMERICA, CHICAGO, OCTOBER 21-29, 1924 


Tae Synod of the Northwest was represented at the Chicago 
convention by 13 of the 14 delegates who had been elected. It is but 
just to say that all the delegates present were thoroughly conscious | 
of the trust reposed in them by Synod and sought to justify it by 
regular attendance at the lengthy sessions and faithful Sercoemenee | 
of the duties assigned them. | 
| The detailed report of tne convention has long since been avail- 
able in the official printed Minutes. Much publicity throdgh church 
papers, through addresses of secretaries, and through an abundant 
and. varied literature, has familiarized the Church with all important 
action. That which especially pertains to our Synod has beer no- 
- ticed in our President’s report and will also appear for suggested ac- 
tion there and in the reports of appropriate committees. Additional 
reference here to these important matters would therefore be super-: 
fluous 
The convention was a large one, and, what is better, a harmoni- 
ous one. Stricking advances have been made and should be gratefully 
recognized in a better Home Mission organization especially in the 
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respect of wisely utilizing the principle of home rule; in the occupy- 


ing of new foreign mission fields and founding institutions in for- - 


eign mission lands; in the startlingly effective achievements of women 
in these causes; in progress toward the practical realization of a 
world Lutheranism; in the new stress on Evangelism; in a Lutheran 


- Laymen’s movement with a definite purpose; in the plans for min- 


isterial relief. 


A truly “United” Lutheran Church, with the nation as its scope, 


will find it vitally neeessary to keep clear of sectionalism, particu- 
larly of the sort that seeks to impose its peculiarities upon the rest 


of the Church. Such a tendency would be sure to frustrate the na- 
tional destiny of our body and reduce it to the position of a purely 


local u:ganization. A statistical study of appointments to commit- 
tees and of names placed upon the official ballots disclosed the fact 
that the western Synods, and particularly our Synod, had received 
very fer from an equitable share of such recognition. It is a ple4s- 


uve to report action by the convention advising future nominat'ng © : 


comunitiees to consider the matter of a fairer of nomi- 
nations.

REPORT OF THE BOARD .OF NORTHWESTERN LUTHERAN. 


_ THEOLOGICAL SEMINARY 


The Board of Northwestern Lutheran Theological Seminary pre- 
sents this report to Synod not as a chronicle of its achievements but 
rather as an official testimony as to the measure in which God’s grace 
and favor has been bestowed upon our synodical institution. 

The report of the faculty outlines the internal affairs of the semi- 
nary and the treasurer’s report is delightful reading for those whose 
minds comprehend the language of figures. 


Reports from all sources indicate that the incoming class will be . 


larger than in any previous year and the declared purposes of young 


men give us every reason to believe that fiuture classes will be in- 


creasingly larger. In the five years during which Synod has had its 
own seminary it has contributed twenty per cent of our present cler- 
ical membership. With larger classes and consequent missionary ex- 
pansion the ratio will increase, and a truly “native ministry” will 
solve many of the difficulties resulting from importations of men 


unfamiliar with this delightfully peculiar but unprovincial Northwest. 


It is indicative of the number and quality of the friends which 
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Northwestern has made in its short history of four years to an- 
nounce that its property is now fully paid for and that additional 
_ funds have been invested in securities approved by the board. The 
- property while admirably adapted to temporary needs is not in a de- 
sirable location for a theological seminary, neither will it be possible 


to expand its present physical dimensions. With these facts in mind, | 


together with a knowledge of the increasing values of real estate 
and the diminishing number of suitable tracts, your board has taken 
steps to secure a permanent site for Northwestern Seminary. | 

At the Spring meeting the office of Field Secretary for the Semi- 
nary was created and the Rev. Milton J. Bieber, D. D., has accepted 
the call-of the board to this office. 

Because of advancing years, and particularly because the 50th 

anniversary of his ordination and the 32nd of his service in the 
church as a theological professor will occur at the close of the next 
school year, Prof. George H. Gerberding, D. D., LL. D., submitted 
his resignation to the board to take effect in May, 1926. The board 
adopted the following resolutions: 
“Whereas; Our venerable professor of Practical Theology, the 
Rev. Dr. George H. Gerberding desires to be relieved of the heavy 
responsibilities of his professorship and has presented his resignation 
to become effective at the close of the next scholastic year; 

Resolved; That the Board of Directors of Northwestern Lutheran 
_ Theological Seminary accept the resignation of Dr. Gerberding to be- 
come effective at the commencement service in May, 1926, at which 
_ time proper recognition of his long and blessed service to the church | 
_ shall be given. | 

Resolved: That the board at_this time give thanks to God that 
our Seminary has through its formative period been blessed with his 
saintly presence and experienced services which have in a large meas- 
ure been incorporated in the character and spirit of our institution, 
and also at this time invoke the blessing of God in behalf of His ven- 
- erable servant that his strength may be speedily restored, that he 
may continue to serve his Lord and guide and council those who 
would be His ministers as Professor Emeritus, and that Christ’s peace 
and blessing may accompany him throughout the evening of life.” 

The Board has called the Rev. Jonas H. Dressler of Racine, Wis., 
as professor in the seminary to enter upon his duties at the opening 
of school in October, 1925. Mr. Dressler has accepted the call. 

The board is very sorry to again record the fact that the Board 
_ of Education of the United Lutheran Church continues to discriminate 
against our Seminary in the matter of appropriations to educational 
institutions. It is this fact which admits the suspicion to the minds 
of the uninformed that our synod violated rules of the Board of Edu- 
cation in establishing Northwestern Seminary. It would not be fair 
to the Board of Education to hold it responsible for the false conclu- 
sions which have been drawn from its deliberate actions, but in the 
light of the facts it would be eminently fair for the Board of Edu- 
cation to remove this cause of suspicion by appropriating to North- 
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western as it does to the other institutions which are in good stand- 


Education for such an appropriation.

THEOLOGICAL SEMINARY FOR THE YEAR 1924-1925 


To the Board of Directors : 
Northwestern Lutheran Theological Seminary. 


Dear Brethren: 


Forty-nine congregations report aduit Bible 
The fourth scholastic year of: Northwestern Lutheran Theologi- 


cal Seminary was opened Thursday evening, October 2, 1924 with a 


special service in the chapel of the institution. The service was con- 
ducted by Rev. E. R. Wicklund and the address was delivered by Rev. 
J. F. Marlatte, both of Minneapolis. 

During the year the enrollment of students has been fourteen; 
two in the senior class, three in the middle class and six in the junior 


class, and three special students. Barly in the fall the students and ~ 


the professors and their families were vaccinated in view of a threat- 


ened epidemic of smallpox in the city. The health of the student has 


been excellent, its spirit fine and its diligence commendable. In ad- 
dition to the work in the seminary, the students have ae a good 
many pulpits during the year. : 

- The shadow of affliction has rested heietiy:« over the seminary 


family during the school year that is about to close. It has been a 


period of severe trial and bereavement to a member of the faculty, 
Professor Paul H. Roth. After a comparatively short illness, his 
eldest daughter, Charlotte, aged nine, was called to her heavenly 
home on March 3. Two months later his wife, Sara Etta Landers, 
who had been in failing health for years, was called from his side 
to her eternal reward. God has given the needed comfort and 
strength, so that Professor Roth was able to carry on his work in 
the seminary without serious interruption. Late in April Dr. Ger- 
berding underwent a’serious operation in a local hospital. We are 
glad to report that he left the hospital: 
rapidly regaining his strength. | 

The graduating class numbers two. Both of them hive vesatend 
and accepted calls to pastorates.

programs. An exhibit of church school material and a book store 

ih t a were features of the Fall conference held at Waterloo, Wisconsin. 

(}i ~—sCConnferences discussed practical church school problems at their Fall 
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conventions. Three Sunday School Institutes were conducted on the 
territory of the Wisconsin Conference, reaching seventeen churches 
with a large number of teachers and officers. Pastors and laymen 
are enthusiastic over this program and aim to provide even better 
courses in the coming year. The Central Conference is considering — 
the organization of a Sunday School Association. The committee in 
the Western Conference overcomes its handicap of distance by stress- 
ing Teacher Training classes, monthly teachers’ meetings, the pro- 
motion of Weekday and Daily Bible Schools. 

An itinerary, covering two of our Conferences, was areiinel 
for the Rev. Dr. C. H. B. Lewis, Regional Secretary for the Parish 
and Church School Board. The Seminary and twenty-nine of our 
church schools were reached by him. A similar constructive program 
has already been arranged for the territory of the Western Confer- 
- ence to be visited in the Fall of 1925.

Your committee is more than ever convinced that true Christian 
giving is one of the chief graces of a Christian life. Christ Himself 
gave continually to all who asked, and only on a few occasions did 
He receive from others. If we would be true to His example we must 
ever cultivate giving in His name and for His cause. : 

We rejoice in the fact that the efforts which Synod has put 
forth, especially in the last seven years, are resulting in increased 
giving in practically every congregation in Synod. In that length of 
time the total benevolences of Synod have increased 400%, from $15,- 
000 to $75,000, while the membership has increased 70%. Gratify-

ing as this increase is, we should not lose sight of the fact that we 
are doing but a small fraction of what we can do and what we should 
do. On an average we are giving less than one cent per day for the | 
general work of the Church. 

We are convinced that we can again increase our benevolences 
400% in the next seven years. This goal is not visionary or im- 


practical. If every pastor and every church council in Synod will 


cooperate with the officers and committees of Synod it can be done. 

The total benevolences for Synod and Seminary this. year > 
amounts to an average of $3.56 per confirmed member. If the mem- 
bership increases 70% in the next seven years the average per con- 
firmed member to make a 400% increase in our benevolence would 
be about $9.80 or less than three cents per day. 

Let us pray the Lord to warm our hearts for His work, so that 
we may be His instruments to warm other hearts, and the task will 
be easy. He will surely bless our efforts and crown them with suc- 
$375,000 for benevolence in“1931-82 would enable us to further 
every good work at home and abroad in a manner suited to the 
needs of our task.

The Every-Member-Canvass was conducted in most of our con- 
gregations last fall. $214,915.10 was pledged for Current Expense 
and $60,558.09 was pledged for benevolence. During the year 47 
Sunday-schools contributed $4517.18 to the General Fund of Synod. 
This is an increase over last year of 11 Sunday-schools and $906.88. 
The children in these schools are being trained in Christian giving 


and their congregations will profit when they come into full church 
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membership. We hope the remaining Sunday-schools will soon in- 
stall the small duplex envelope and make monthly remittances to 
Synod of the income from the red side of the envelope. _

REPORT OF THE COMMITTEE ON BOY’S WORK 


“To the English Evangelical Lutheran Synod of the Northwest 
Greetings: 

_ The former committee on Boys’ ‘Work through its chairman, Rev. 
J, F. Fedders at the 1924 convention of Synod after an interesting 
report, recommended that a committee on Boys’ Work be appointed 
in each conference which committee should outline an intensive pro- 
pram of Boys’ Work to be promoted by the conference congrega- 


tions. These recommendations were adopted. The president of Sy- 


nod consequently appointed a committee of three members in each 
conference and a Synodical chairman. The general chairman met 
with each conference committee at the fall convention of the various 
conferences.The work among boys was carefully discussed, and a 
tentative program was mapped out by each committee. The com-— 
mittees were busy during the year and through their chairman, Rev. 
J. H. Dressler of the Wisconsin Conference, Rev. R. H. Gerberding 
of the Central Conference, and Rev. N. J. Wickey, Ph. D. of the 
Western Conference were able to sum up the following activities: 
In the Wisconsin Conference, eight congregations have each a 
committee on Boys’ Work. There are fifteen Boys’ organizations in- 
cluding Boy Scouts, Organized Sunday School Classes, Yoke Fellows, 
Pioneer Clubs, and Junior Brotherhoods. There are also Intermedi- 
ate Luther Leagues and Light Brigades. At Father and Son Ban- 
quets 845 boys attended. Eight congregations have eight boy’s sum- 
mer camps at five different places. Camp Minnikanni near Menom- 
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inee Falls under the leadership of Rev. Fedders fostered by the pas- 
tors and congregations of Milwaukee and environs and supported by ~ 
the Brotherhood of Milwaukee marshalled 77 boys for two weeks in ~ 
healthful recreation and in social and spiritual uplift. i 

| In the Central Conference there are three boys Work commit- 
tees. Twelve congregations have organized work for boys, embrac- 
ing S. S. Classes, Scout Troops, Junior Luther Leagues, and Athletic 
Teams,— in all 22 congregations interesting 360 boys. Ten congre- 
gations report definite work done by interesting boys for the ministry. — 
Ten pastors were willing to send boys to a summer camp and eight — 
offered their help as leaders, but for various reasons, the project had 
to be abandoned. Summer camps will no doubt be instituted next 
year. 
The chairman of the Western Conference reported five congre- 
gations interested in boys’ work. Three of these have Boy Scouts. 
The chairman suggested that the name of this committee be changed 
to Young Peoples’ Work and that we give due consideration to the 
girls of our own churches. This matter will receive further consid- 
eration by the other committee, also an excellent beginning has been 
made along conference lines, which augurs increasing interest in the 
work among our boys, and the hope that by the next convention every 
congregation in Synod will have an active committee on Boys’ Work, 
| will have Boys Organizations, and one or. more Boys’ Summer Camps.

_ REPORT OF COMMITTEE ON LUTHERAN STUDENTS IN NON- 
LUTHERAN INSTITUTIONS 


The importance and work of this committee is far more vital to 
the church than most of our pastors and people realize. There are 
thousands of our Lutheran young people being educated in non-Luth- 
eran Institutions. Most of these are away from home. In a new en- 
vironment during their years of study, and need the watchful eye — 
and the spiritual care of the church, hundreds are being lost to the 
faith by this failure of the church to follow her children in these 
non-Lutheran institutions. 

Our research shows 1100. Lutheran students at the University of 
Wisconsin at Madison in an enrollment of some 8000 students, about 

14%. A splendid work is being done at our Madison Cathedral under — 
the efficient, spiritual guidance of Dr. A. J. Soldan. : 
Six hundred of the Lutheran students at Madison are being cated 
for in a splendid way by the Lutheran Students’ Assn. of the Luther 
Memorial Church at Madison. 

The University of Minnesota with over 9000 studeite, hell ap- 

proximately 1600 Lutheran students, or 17.7%, cared for by two stu- _ 
_ dent pastors, Wendell and Thorpe, but how many are being reached _ 
we do not yet know. i 

At the University of North Dakota there is an enrollment of 
1500 and 403 of these or almost 27% register as Lutherans but we 
find many Lutheran names on the register who have not been willing 
to admit their Lutheran faith because they did not wish to be consid- 
ered “foreigners” when they came to the University. This false po- 
sition must be broken down, | 

We congratulate Pres. Kane of North Dakota: in urging the relia 

eran student group to remain steadfast to the faith of their fathers 

during the years of their college life. The Agriculture College at 
Fargo also has about three hundred Lutheran students out of some 
twelve hundred. 

We are unable to report from the University of Montana at 
Missoula except to state that the pastor of the Swedish Lutheran 
Church there, is cooperating with Rev. Harry our student-secretary 
of the U. L. C. in doing student work. A number of our Lutheran 

_ students are also attending the University of Manitoba at Winnipeg. 
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In all of our states we have many other non-Lutheran institutes | 


of learning, normal schools, medical colleges, denominational and 


‘business colleges, technical schools and the like—where our Luther- 
an students gather. All these students should be carefully looked 
after that they be not lost to the faith, We cannot afford to lose 


our bright, brainy, highly educated young men and women. * |

mal in that city. Redeemer, Milwaukee is caring for the Lutheran 
students in the Roman
